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Tue Chicago Times wonders and
wishes it knew who first invented the
game of ball. Now the factis, it never
was invented at all, but came into it=
present position by a process of evolu-
tion from the time when the first mon-
key threw the first cocoanut. It is
far enough back to the Odyssey for the
first mention of it, unless one prefers
China or Hindostan. The real question
for the higher eriticism and one, the capa-
bilities of which would prove much more
suggestive, is, who first invented the
bat?

Tug Comet didn’t keep its word. The
world, to the best of our knowledge and
helief, still rolls on its clattering course—
men are made and unmade—happiness
and misery daily act and react the old
atory which was begun in Adam’s time.
But we are all getting used to those dire
prognostications about the final break-
up. They can scarcely agitate or inter-
est us again. Unless the next prophecy
should pessess some elements of origi-
nality, it will scarcely even excite a
smile. And yet another prophecy has
been proclaimed, even before the old one
was decently dead and buried. Another
Parisian savan has made the astonishing
discovery that the world’s finality is to
come off in the yesr 2,000, So far as we
have seen he makes no sttempt to assert
how, but contents himself with estab-
lishing the when. In the year Iwo
thousand! Certainly this is a perfectly
safe prognostication, and after all might
quite as well be believed, if only the be-
lisf would silenee these crazy people
who so impertinently insist upon the
event taking place at periods so incon-
veniently near our ewn times,

It has always been a matter of consid-
erable doubt whether witty compositors
did not often avail themselves of their
opportunities, and force mistakes into
print which are then attributed entirely
to carelessness. Atall events, some of
these typographical misplacements are
so apropos that it seems almost impossi-
ble for them to have happened entirely
by chance. For instance, in the com-
mercial report from Chicago, printed in
the morning papers of Monday, was 4
binnder which was not all a blunder.
In quoting wheat it said the demand wus
mainly from the “sports” —meaning
parties who had been selling August de-~
livery, or, as they are technically termed
the *‘shorts.” Now it may possibly
have been **sport” to pay $1.44 for wheat
to deliver on contracts made at $1.22 and
under, but probably they “don’t see it.”
However, the “shorts” are “sports’” in
the gense in which that word Is applied
to gamblers, for gamblers the victims to
the “corner” in wheat at Chicago un-
doubtedly are. For that reason the blun-
der of printing “‘sports™ for “‘shorts”™
was 50 much a nesrer approximation of
truth as to suggest the possibility of an
intelligence over and above chance.

Ix almost all of our exchanges we see
reports of the discovery of diamonds and
other precious stones in Arizona, and
accounts of the organization of a com-
puny to work the new flelds. Natur-
ally, visions of riches incalculable and
of days when solitaires will flash from
the bosom or finger of each one of us
have arisen from the glowing stories
told, and it is therefore with a feeling
strongly akin to disgust that one reads
the statement recently made in one of
the daily papers, from which it scems
that even if diamonds prove to be as
abundant as the reports indicate, the
effect upon the market value of the bril-
liant stones will scarcely be appreciable,
Before passing into the hands of the
dealer, the dismond must be cut, and the
number of persons capable of perform-
ing this delicate operation is small. In
Amsterdam, where the business is more
lnrgely carried on than in any other part
of the world, the dinmond cutters have
vecently raised tneir prices and entered
intoa compact not to receive apprentices
or give instructions to others, not even
to their own sons, for three years. Dia-
mond cutting is also done in London,
and by two houses in this country.
Messrs, Tiffany & Co., and a Boston
house employ about a dozen men in this
work, The dinmond cutters have been
overwhelmed with work for a long time,
and the largest inerease in the supply of
the rough stones will not cause, there-
fore, a much greater number of din-
monids to be thrown upon the market.

CamicaTurisTs are, like other sansa-
tional caterers to the public taste, often
unable o judge correctly as to when
they have reached the boundaries divid-
ing decency from indecency, and sepa-
rating allowable from unallowable lib-
erties. We have frequently said that we
did notsbelieve the caricatures against
Mr. Greeley, drawn by Mr. Nast and
publizhed by Messrs, Harper Brothers,
would be productive of any good to the
Republican cause, for the reason that
Mr. Greeley has been subject to that
kind of notoriety for 20 many years that
it serves rather as n help than a hin-
drance. But inasmuch as their appear-
ance was so entirely a matter of taste
and political judgment, and in reality
effected no real harm or good, no one
had any reason to protest until the artist
was permitted to overstep the line be-
tween permissable and forbidden repre-
sentations, To place the features of Mr.
Greeley upon the body of an ape, or to
hand the philosopher down to posterity
in any other disagreeable way, is a mat-
ter concerning which the publishers are
alone responsible. But when one finds,
in a jourual of civilization, as was seen
in Harpers Weekly of last date, a picto-
rial burlesque of the Saviour of man-
kind, the feeling excited can be but of
disgust. In the caricature alluded to,
Mr. Greeley is represented as kneeling
on “‘a high mountain apart” and temp-
ted by Satan to whom he will not say
¢‘get thee behind me.”” Political feeling
may serve as an excuse for a great deal,
bat it ean never justify the introduction
of allusions which to every right minded
person ure simply blasphemous.

DIE BLUMEN.

Just below the window is u bed of fra-
grant blossoms—brilllant with color—
heayy with perfume. Across its surface
dance softly broken. sunlit shades, that
flutter off upon a patch of green-sward
justbeyond, when stirs the foliage-laden
branch, down drooping from above, and
treasures rich are given forth and borne
away on eyery pussing breeze. A vine
has clambered up, and hangs in trailing
curves of quivering greea as if to form a
living frame of cmerald wealth, and
through it comes & changing view of
florsl beauties just beyond.

One knows not why, and yet in flow-
ers is that which brings a blessing from
the universal heartof man. No decora-
tion half so rich—no offering half'so pure
can olse be found and they allke are
wrenthed around the infant’s pillow, the
marrisge altar and the guiet tomb.  The

Russian in the far off East dalights in
their perfume and writes his love in fra-
grant colors, while the Indian child of
Western climes laughs out in gleesome
mirth as he fills his tiny hands with
abundant blossoms—the Hluminated
scripture of the wide prairie. The
Cupid of the ancient Hebrews tipped his
barbe with flowers, and now, with usa
nation of but yesterday, the orange bud
is used as a bridal ¢rown. In olden
times sweet flowers garlanded the Gre-
cian shrine and now to-day they hang
iu votive wreaths before the Christian
altar.

And are not all these uses most appro-
priate? Flowers should deck the crown
of the youthful bride, for in themselves
they constitute a lovely type of marriage.
They should hover around the tomb, for
in their beauty constantly renewed is a
symbol of the resurrection. They should
festoon the altar for their fragrance and
their beauty ascend in perpetual adora-
tion before the throne of Him the High-
est,

Bendage and Freedom.

Just at the present time—when the
political parties are to a certsin extent
changing—when as a consequence there
is an increased effort put forth to enforce
the observance of party obligations—
when disagreement of opinion is regar-
ded by the one or the other as deliberate
heresy—when charity and forbearance
are ina fair way to become things of
the past—when intolerance and oppres-
sion are rapid!y raising Might into
Right—it is curious to observe the te-
neaeity with which Americans cling to
the belief and vehemently assert the fact
that slavery has cessed to exist and that
the Stars and Stripes literally float over
a *‘land of the free.” To doubt, or at
least to express a doabt, is held as but
little better than open treason, and one
searcely knows which to deplore the
most—the fact that this faith is but a de-
lusion or the blindness which seeks to
hide the chain that binds.

Independent freedom is becoming al-
most a myth, and strange as the asser-
tion may =eem, observation but proves
its truth, Whether jn the political, so-
clal or religious relations of life, 2 man
is far more apt, even now, to find bond-
age than freedom. I one wants office,
be must attach himself to a political or-
organization, and then his eyes must be
sealed in blindness and his lips in si-
lence,towards all the faults of his party.
He may have his eyes open and he may
see much to condemn, but he must say
nothing, for over him is held the iron
rod of party discipline, If heis a relig-
lous partizan bhe may know, perhaps,
that there are errors in his adopted
creed, faults in his seot, fanaticism and
extravagance in some of its measures.
But attempt to get him tospeak of them.
See if you can persuade him to breath a
whisper of doubt. No! for a stern tusk-
master is ever present and he kisses the
lash while asserting, in that convenient
phrase prepared for such, that he be-
lieves at least ‘‘the substance of doc-
trine.” Nor can one find this loudly
asserted freedom in the press of
the eountry, champion of liber-
ty and intelligence though it is held to
be. If a man edits a paper, his choice is
often between bondage and beggary and
all too frequently the spectacle is ren-
dered the sadder because of the total ig-
norance of any restraint, Itis possible
forone to be 20 completely aslave as not
to feel the chain. In some Instances
It is true, the passions of the jour-
nalist are so enlisted in the cayse of his
party as to blind his diserimination and
to destroy all comprehension and capa-
bility of Independence. A machine, he
only plays as his masters may direct,
But far more frequently it is not the
intelligance to recognize the situation
which §s lacking, not the full compre-
hension of the demands of principle, but
the courage to cut loose from his bonds
and strike out manfully and boldly for
Right and Truth. He has friends upon
whom his support depends und he dare
not oppose them—so he goes on, advo-
cating and writing what he does not be-
lieve or, worse still, what he knows to
be falsc—outwardly acquiescing, in-
wardly remonstrating—theslave of fear,
of party allegience. He sees men strug-
gling along in the advocacy of the very
belief which he lnmself holds, but, re-
strained by hopes of emoluments, of of
fice, of patronage, dares not come open-
ly out and say “I think so toco.” And
more; he often casts the stone of perse-
cution against his own conviction, but
in obedience to the command of those to
whom he iz literally a slave. 'Wheo can
doubt but that bondage still exists—and
that too in the most banefyl form of
moral slavery.

We do not propose now to advoeate
any particular opinion but only to assert
the necessity of a breaking loose from
the state of sepvitude in which all are
held, and the exercise of a manly free-
dom in the expression of those opinions
which one honestly entertains, If these
opinions are unpopular then so much the
more need of an open and independent
expression of them, if only they are
true. In speaking of this a writer has
most foreibly asked “who isever to cor-
rect the faults of society If [nobody lifts
his wvoice against them; if everybody
goes on openly doing what everybody
privately complains of; ifall shrink: be-
hind the faint-hearted gpology that it
would be over-bold in them to attempt
any reform.” And thisis trne. Ifno
one has the independence to protest
against political time-serving, dishonest
managements, religious fanaticism or
shuffling social folly—if, above all, the
press of the country lacks courage to
throw off all bondage and speak in the
interests of true freedom—there is in-
deed no way from which to hope for re-
lief. “So long asthereis no barrier
against the universal despotism of pub-
lic opinion save individual freedom, its

hardihood, high resolve,self-subsistence,
fearless dignity and the glorious right
of mind.”

And yet Freedom, perfect and trye, is
u possibility. The fathers feared not to
stand up against Kings and Nobles and
Parlinment and better did they aceount
it that thelr Jopely bark should sweep
the wide sea in freedom—happler were
they when their sail swelled to the
storm of winter—than to be slaves in
palaces of egse—sweeter was the sough-
ingof the wintey's storm throngh their
broken cordage than the voice which
sald, “stifle your opinions, give up your
useless contest against public enstoms,
and all will be well.,”  And when they
reached this wild shore and built their
altar and knelt upon the frogen snow
and the flinty rock to worship, they
built that altar to freedom, to individual
freedom, to freedom of conscience and
opinion—and their noble prayer was
that their children might, Iy the fnllest
senge, reulize true freedom, nor be bound
by shackles of self-indulgence or fear of
personal disadvantage.

The love of power amd placé—the
greed of wealth and galn—the coprupt-
ing influences of public patronage—tho
hope of political advancement—the fear
of possible 1oss fn power—the final dread
of sccepting the position—have g1l con»
spired to rivet deeper the chains which
bind free opinions and to prevent that

open espousal and wivocacy of one’s

compromise is the death blow to manly |

true convictions which ought to he the
life work of each, but which is too often
entirely crowded out of sight and
thought. And yet the time will come
when all this must yield to the progress
of modern education and enlightenment.
Already indeed the signs of emancipation
are begining to be seen in the way of re-
bellion agalust the tightly «drawn Tines
of party and religion, and the growing
desire for a development of thut higher
liberty which finds & perfect freedom for
individual thought and action, without
fear of punishment by banishwent
from social companionship or by the
lush of political or religions fanaticism.
It is no longer possible to lead or drive
men, like brutes, as in the middle ages.
Reason is asserting the power which it
was ever intended must be used by her
and maunkind are begining L insist up-
on the right to judge and decide, each
for him or herzelf. But the perfectness
of all this is vet far off and true religious,
social and political freedom ean only
reach their intended development when
the minister of God's altar, the guardi-
an of the press and the sober and think-
ing man shall alike learn to dare to
speak the thought that isin them, and
manfully battle for the Truth as revealed
tothem. It is befter to speak honest
error than tv suppress consclous truth,
for smothered fire is ever more dan-
gerous than that which flames and
burns away its substance.

But so long as Truth shall be made, as
now, an altar for mental slavery—so
long as expression is restrained by pol-
icy—so long as thought is laid a vietim
upon the shrine—so long as the passions
of the trained and prejudiced multitude
are permitted to furnish fuel—just so
long will be sacrificed all hopes of un-
trammelled liberty—all hopes of true
progress helped by individual labor—all
hopes of emancipation trom the whip ot
public opinion—and all hopes for the
true advancement of the world.

[There seems to have been a fierce
collision in whigh several men were
conecerned, and another man named Ers-
kin was killed ;and that James Shar
had at leaststruck one of the fatal blows
was nat denied even by himself., The
y caused great excitemeut
throughout the country; and upon the
prompt arrestand as prompt oconfession
of the rich farmer of Centerview, the
ublie sentiment of indignation evinced
tself in thatominous general murmur
and popular restlessness which signify
the beginning of an instinetive judgment
by the people. Whether the country
had previously suffered from any signal
act of Iawlessness ar shartcoming of law
is not told ; but it is reasonable to infer
from the calmand persistent action of
the citizens in this case that they had
canse to distrust the appointed tribunals
of justice, and Lo believe that “‘an exany.
ple’ njust be made far the good of courts
and people alike. From the hour ot
Sharp’s arrest and confession. it was
evidént that Judge Lynch had proclaim-
ed judgment and decreed “wild justice,”
The gnilty man was no ruflian; he had
enjoyed enviable wealth ard standing
in the vounty fop years, and hiz wife ang
childyen were both respected and belov-
ed to an unusual degree: but neverthe-
less, he was now a murderer and  must
pay the full penalty of the crime to
thoze whose peace and salety were mens
acedd by the spivit of Lis pissionate doed,
Accordingly the Sherifl, keeping guurd
over the prisoner in the jail at old War-
renshuarg, was not greatly surprised
when,"some days ago, at nightrall, a
||||lcl. respectably appearing band of men
demanded of him the prison Keys for the
deliberately avowed purpose of seizing
Juame Bharpe and executing him atance.
He ﬂ.-!'uam* the demand peremptorily, as
was his duty. ““Then,' said the spokes-
man of the committee, as he and his si-
lent companions gravely departed, “we
shall come the next time prepired to
effect our enterince without Koys." -
The Sherifl doubted him not in ihis,
No one In the town doubted that the
dread visitors would come ngain. Even
the doomed muan in his cell knew prob-
ably that it must be so, nnd prepared for
it. At midnight about a week ago, the
second gnd last risi%&timl oceurred,
Coming over the low hill between town
and country, appeared the shadowy
forms of 300 horsemen in sombre caval-
cyde, glylug farth no saund or warning
save the oceasionnl olick of hoofs on the

the slecping town to within a short dis-
| tanee of the square in which the Court
| House stands, and there dismonnting art
a signal from their leader. and securing
their borses, moved onward in  two hod-
ies upon the jail. Onee more the Sherift,
ronzed from his beid, was confronted by
men who demanded entrance to the pris-
oper. ITesaw at a glance that the de-
mam! was a mere form: thar the armed
men completely surronmwiing his strong-
hold were strong and determined enougi
to =eire Lhe whole town il they =aw fit:
yet still he protested manfully. “*Youn
are my fellow citizens,”™ saild he; *“vour
own voles electd me to perform the
duty of a faithful officer of the law, and
now you would have me turn false to
my trust wmd aild you in breaking the
laws. You are geoing to cast a stigma
upon the whole country as a place in
which armed mobs ke precedence of
lawlul courts of justice. 1 solemnly
protest against what vou would do. The
prisoner is self-convicied; there is no
thought of rescuing him from the due
legal penalty of his erime: but he is en-
titled to a fair trial, and if you deny
him that yvou disgrace your own citizen-
shipand civilization.”” His hearers gave
him respectful attention. He was told
that they respected him for his courage
and fidelity, but the people of Johnson
County had taken the case of James
Sharpe into their own hands—has de-
creed his doom and must exsecute it.
What more the protesting official tried
to 2ay was lost in the crash of the sledge
hammers and axes with which the be-
siegers at the back of the prison had be-
gun breaking their way to the murder-
er's dungeon. This was the only sound
heard until the fatal cell had heen
gained, the fetters struck off from the
risoner, and the latter conducted forth
nto the open air. The whole work was
done with mechanical formality and
precision, without a shout, a threat, or
even a word. In the light of the lan-
terns carried by some of the “vigilants,”"
Sharpe’s face looked pale and worn, but
he obeyed the muttered commands of his
eaptors without display of emotion, and
went with them in their awful proces-
sion to the place appointed for his death
without sign of trepidation. This plaee
was the edge of a piece of woods about a
mile and a half from the town; arrived
whither the self-appointed ministers of
justice formed a deep square around the
captive, who, standing under a branch
from which dangled a rope, was asked if
he had any thing to say. Yes; he
wished to yepeat his confession of hav-
Ing Killed his enemy, Erskine: that was
all. Had he any request to make, or
merey to ask?  ‘“None.”” “Are yvou
ready to die¥* “I am.”” At a signal
from the leader the nooze of the dangling
rope was placed abont his neck: men
hidden in the darker shadows of the
wood dragged ar the other end of the
cord of death, and the slayer of John
Erskine swung between heaven and
earth. Motionless and silent as statnes
stood the inexorable lynechers, gazing
steadfastly at their ghastly work by the
murky glimmer of lanterns, until the
hody of their Inte fellow citizen and the
master of the homestead “down on the
prairie by Centreview’ hung rigid in
death. *“*Our work is done, gentlemen,”
said the leader, “‘and I hape we shall
never have oceasion for another duty
hike this in Johnson County.” Three
hundred heads bowed mutely in re-
sponse to this sentiment, and then it was
every one to horse, with a sharp rush
and rustle, and a swift riding anway of
the seattersd host of the night in every
direction. 3
